“The League as strongly feels 
there should be some kind of limita- 
tion,” says Virginia Cole, League mem- 
ber. “That would encourage people to 
think that there is some hope of getting 
through (the evening).” 

But League members admit the issue 
needs to be handled carefully. Virginia 
Cole says Town Moderator Jim Doherty 
opposes placing limits on discussion. 

Recent history also shows Andover 
residents can be offended, at least by a 
strict time-limit rule. 

In 1995, the School Committee imple- 
mented a three-minutes-per-person-per- 
issue rule, with member Susan Dalton 
bringing an egg timer to one meeting. 
A vote in favor of the timer was 
approved because citizens had 
appeared at several meetings and spent 
hours discussing the forced resignation 
of Sam Campbell, popular West Middle 
School principal. 

The School Committee majority, Dal- 
ton, Dick Muller and Lloyd Willey, said 
they felt the limit was needed if they 
were to get anything done. 

“The intent is not to not have discus- 
sion, the intent is to be somewhat pro- 
ductive,” said Muller at the time. 

But the committee still came under 
heavy fire from residents. The three- 


minute time limit was effectively 
abandoned after a few meetings. 
Bartlett acknowledges the egg- 
timer decision “caused a lot of hard 
feelings.” That may be one reason she 
says, “It is obviously very important to 
be very diplomatic about this.” 

Bartlett says the moderator will 
need to announce what the rules are for 
discussion before Town Meeting 
begins. The idea is for people to bring 
up new ideas, and not repeat state- 
ments made by other speakers. 

“It all depends on how those rules 
are enforced. If they’re lightly enforced 
it might be OK,” says Cole. 

Bartlett also notes that the speech 
limitations must be just part of an over- 
all package. 

The package would include designat- 
ing separate “pro” and “con” micro- 
phones for controversial articles. This 
will allow supporters and detractors to 
each have their Say. 

The League also wants Town Meet- 
ing rules and regulations to be includ- 
ed in the Finance Committee report 
that’s mailed to each home, and sug: 
gests a rules presentation should be 
made at the beginning of Town Meet- 
ing, with a sheet handed out at the 
event. 

The League also wants the town to 
host issue-orientated meetings before 
Town Meeting during which residents 
could ask as many questions as needed. 


Bartlett says its important for 
town committees to decide where 
they stand on the issues before 
the FinCom report goes to print. 

As a means of saving time, the 
League also supports grouping 
some articles, to be voted togeth- 
er. 


More to come? 

Despite wanting to alter Town 
Meeting, the League representa- 
tives say they overwhelmingly 
support continuing an open Town 
Meeting. The League’s survey of 
160 residents also showed towns- 
people like the idea. 

“We found that everybody, 
with the exception of five people, 
wanted to go forward with open 
Town Meeting,” says Cole. 

Discussions about Town Meet- 
ing will go forward as well. 

Doherty, who convened his 
own group to study Town Meet- 
ing, is ready to meet with select- 
men. 

Selectmen themselves voted 3-2 
this month to establish a charter 
study committee that will study 
the charter for two years with the 
opportunity of suggesting wide- 
sweeping changes for the town. 
Changes to Town Meeting are 
among the issues expected to be 
discussed.

Selectmen Brian Major, a candidate for 
reelection this year, says he wants the town 
to change the date of its annual town elec- 
tion. 

Major says the change is “purely for con- 
sistency purposes,” to make sure that the 
selectmen who have voted on Town Meeting 
issues are the ones who address them at 
Town Meeting. 

Under the current system, residents vote 
in new selectmen, School Committee mem- 
bers and other elected officials just a few 
weeks before Town Meeting. 

This can mean that selectmen with just a 
few weeks of experience are asked to pre- 
sent articles at Town Meeting about which 
they are inadequately informed. 

Major says the town is better served by 
having articles presented by selectmen who 
has been following the issues for at least 
three years. 

“You could have a turnover of 40 or 60 
percent of the board going into Town Meet- 
ing,” says Major. “Three years ago we had 
the possibility of three members changing 
before Town Meeting.” 

That happened in 1997, after Barry Fine- 
gold left his seat to become state representa- 
tive, during a year when two other positions 
were up for election.

Perhaps Mercury was the god of commerce, 
manual skill, eloquence, cleverness, travel and 
thievery to the Greeks. But in Andover, he’s 
the god of confusion. 

At least that’s the way it seems in the wake 
of the arrival of the new millennium here in 
town. Do you recall that Andover celebrated 
the arrival of that new millennium at a 
big New Year’s Eve bash? Do you 
recall that you had to buy a cute 
yellow button to be admitted to 
that bash? 

If you do, you may also recall 
that besides the debate over 
whether it was really a new 
millennium, there was also a 
debate over the batteries in 
those “Andover 2000” buttons. 

Back in October, members of the 
town’s Recycling Committee called for 
a recall of all the buttons, because report- 
edly the light in them was powered by a switch 
that contained mercury (Bashing the buttons,” 
Townsman, Oct. 28). 

Given the frenzy over eliminating mercury 
from the waste stream and from trash inciner- 
ator emissions, environmental activists were 
horrified that the town was, indirectly, push- 
ing the sale of it. 

But a week later, the town’s Millennium 
Committee, acting on a letter from the button 
manufacturer, Clegg Industries of Torrance, 
Calif., assured the committee and residents 
that, “Clegg Industries thoroughly investigated 
this issue several years ago, and confirmed 
with our Asian supplier that there is no mer- 
cury in any of our LED blinking buttons.” 
(“Y2K buttons are AOK,” Townsman, Nov. 4). 

But now, almost a month into the new year, 
comes word that there must have been a little 
problem with the credibility of those Asian 
suppliers. Millennium Committee Chairman

John McMullen and Town Manager Buzz 
Stapcezynski, acting on a hunch, sent one of the 
button batteries to the town’s Water Depart- 
ment to have it analyzed in the department’s 
lab. It came back positive for mercury. 

“Buzz and I had been meeting regularly,” 
McMullen says, “and one of the times we were 

together, one of the buttons fell apart, so we 
just decided to have it tested.” 
McMullen says if the batteries 
had been made in the US., they 
would have been free of mer- 

“but they were import- 
ed.” 

He says Clegg, while “a little 
slow to respond” to the town’s 
inquiries about the issue, has 

agreed to place an advertise- 
ment that will advise local resi- 
dents of collection places where 
they can dispose of the batteries. 

“There will be seven or eight sites,” he 
says, “places like Town Offices and (Memorial 
Hall) Library.” 

McMullen says he believes 2,000 to 2,500 bat- 
teries were sold for the New Year’s Eve cele- 
bration. 

Norman Viehmann, one of the Recycling 
Committee members who had complained 
about the buttons back in October, says he is 
pleased that Clegg will be placing an advertise- 
ment to encourage residents to keep the batter- 
ies out of the regular waste stream. 

“It’s very important to raise awareness,” he 
says, “and it’s good to see that (the town) is con- 
cerned. The point is to keep mercury from 
going up the stack at the incinerator.” 

McMullen says the committee wants to be 
environmentally responsible, but notes that 
button batteries “are probably all over your 
house.

Why not get 
involved? 


Bad enough that, at the national level, 
presidential candidates have to spend mil- 
lions of dollars and behave like exhibition- 
ists just to get the fleeting attention of us, the 
apathetic voters. 

Bad enough that, here at the local level, 
fewer than 20 percent of the registered vot- 
ers in town can drag themselves to the polls 
for a local election. 

But worse than that, the town is now hav- 
ing trouble even attracting enough candi- 
dates to fill vacancies. With less than two 
weeks to file nomination papers, nobody 
had expressed interest in running for a 
vacant seat on the Andover Housing 
Authority. 

Fortunately, one public-spirited citizen, 
Michael Frishman, has said he will run — 
but that’s only because nobody else 
expressed any interest. In other words, he'll 
only do it because somebody’s got to do it. 

What is wrong here? 

All the usual suspects, of course. People 
are busy, very busy, raising their kids, 
working to pay for the mortgage and the 
cars and the lessons and the summer vaca- 
tions, not to mention trying to carve out a 
little bit of free time at the end of a day. Who 
wants to add meetings to all that? 

People are not gluttons for punishment. 
They observe what goes on at local meet- 
ings, or even on the street. They witness the 
abuse public officials take. They witness the 
lack of appreciation for the hours that go 
into volunteering for public service. And 
they, understandably, think, “There’s got to 
be a better way to spend my free time.” 

A lot of that free time is being spent on 
the information highway. Who’s got time to 
run for office when they’re busy day trad- 
ing, doing e-business and sending e-mails? 

And people are disillusioned. Whatever 
one thinks of local resident Dennis Teves’ 
one-man crusade to extend the amount of 
time that citizens can add articles to the 
Town Meeting warrant, it raises an excel- 
lent question: Why should citizens have so 
much less access to the warrant than elected 
officials? 

But there is a price to pay for this discon- 
nection from the public process. Things hap- 
pen, your money gets spent and decisions 
get made completely out of your view. 
Invariably, the result is that groups of out- 
raged citizens come storming in to public 
meetings demanding to know why some- 
thing happened when they didn’t know 
about it. 

Generally, they didn’t know about it 
because they didn’t care enough to know 
about it. 

Here’s your chance to know about it, to 
take part in it, to do something about it. 
Don’t pass it up.

Those who watch over Andover’s 
open space say neglect is taking its toll, 
and they want that to change. 

Andover’s more than 1,800 acres of 
public open space are under authority 
of the Conservation Department. Anoth- 
er 1,000-plus acres of open space are 
under the care of the private non-profit 
Andover Village Improvement Society 
(AVIS), says Gail Ralston of the Conser- 
vation Commission. 

Conservation Commission Chairman 
Bob Pustell has requested that the town 
hire a land manager under the direction 
of the commission. 

The land manager’s duties would 
include inspection and maintenance of 
conservation land, coordinating activi- 
ties of overseers, helping to develop 
trails and land management plans, and 
identifying violations of town restric- 
tions on conservation land. 

“It’s the perfect answer to all our 
problems,” says Pustell. “We don’t have 
the time or the personnel to manage the 
land the way it should be managed.” 

While the town is scrambling to 
secure Open space aS more and more 
people and business move to town, 
encroachments onto open space that 
compromise its quality become more 


frequent, Pustell says. 

Pustell credits 45 volunteer overseers 
for their efforts to prevent encroach- 
ments, such as dumping on conserva- 
tion land or building sheds or swim- 
ming pools, but keeping conservation 
areas clean would only be part of the 
land manager’s duties. 

“In my estimate, the job is to take 
care the things we’ve been ignoring so 
land is no longer being mismanaged or 
encroached upon, and no longer a pain 
in the neck, in some ways,” Pustell 
says. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
says he agrees that conservation land 
could be better managed in town, and 
Says he'll consider creating the new 
position, but he’s also considering more 
than 20 requests for new positions in 
various other town departments. 

“It’s a priority for me but I have to 
balance it against all other town priori- 
ties,” Stapczynski says. “The idea is as 
old as the idea of a park ranger, but 
within the last year I’ve been hearing a 
growing concern for the need to do 
something more aggressive for our 
land.” 

Overseer Jean Martin agrees that 
conservation members haven’t been 
aggressive enough in developing trails

and supporting overseers’ efforts. 

At a recent ConsCom meeting, Mar- 
tin confronted commission members 
with the lack of a trail that she said was 
required by law to be developed at Pole 
Hill in Ballardvale. 

“You, aS managers, turned your back 
on it,” she said, and insisted that she 
receive written information before con- 
tinuing with her trail plan. 

Commission member Paul Finger 
agreed to work with her on the plan and 
visit the area. ' 

“We're not turning our backs on any 
of it. We don’t have the staffing,” Finger 
Says. 

Ralston, who helps coordinate over- 
seers, says that while many townspeo- 
ple are willing to volunteer, the town 
needs a staff person who has time to 
respond to the needs they identify. 

“It is an effort that requires more 
than part-time work. (Overseers) need 
to feel that if they make the effort, some- 
one is going to follow up on it,” Ralston 
says. 

The Pole Hill reservation of 34 acres 
under Martin’s care is one of the larger 
parcels of conservation land in town. 

Ralston says conservation parcels 
range from a quarter of an acre to the 
d2-acre Shlakis property in West

Andover off of Brundrett Avenue. 

She says an overseer’s duties include 
coming up with ways to improve the 
area they manage, but if no one working 
for the town can help them realize their 
plans, volunteers get frustrated. 

Overseer Michael Frishman, who 
watches over Foster’s Island on the west 
side of Pomps Pond, says he regularly 
walks the property, but hasn’t been able 
to get the town to remove debris from 
the area that was dumped eight years 
ago. 

“It’s sort of become a permanent part 
of the landscape. I suppose if I had pur- 
sued it more vigilantly, I would be frus- 
trated too,” he says. 

He supports the hiring of a land man- 
ager to coordinate volunteer activities 
and to develop plans and trails. 

“And I would like to think it could be 
expanded to include other land in 
town,” he says, such as some recreation- 
al areas. 

Pustell says he thinks that if a posi- 
tion were created, the land manager 
should report to the ConsCom to make 
sure that the work was focused on con- 
servation land. 

“Otherwise they'll start worrying 
about playing fields, and steal the man 
from the forest,” he says.

During a visit to the clinic at Doherty 
Middle School, Program Head of Health 
Services Barbara Whiteside noticed a 
small, beady pair of eyes peering at her 
from under the desk of Doherty nurse 
Karin Taylor. 

Upon closer inspection, Whiteside saw 
that there was a cage under the desk. 

“She had brought a monkey to school,” 
says Whiteside. 

If someone else had brought a monkey 
to school, she may have wondered about 
it, Whiteside says, but Taylor is known 
for associating with various species, and 
trying to help. 

“She’s the kind of person who gives of 
herself without thinking about it,” White- 
Side says. 

From watering plants at school to lend- 
ing out lunch money, to providing 
wildlife rehabilitation expertise to the 
Audubon Society, Taylor is known for 
caring for living things. 

While School Nurse Day was celebrat- 
ed Wednesday, Jan. 26, Taylor announced 
this month her plans to retire in Novem- 
ber. 

Taylor graduated from New England 
Deaconess Hospital in Boston in 1963. A 
former operating room nurse, Taylor 
became a school nurse at the Bancroft 
Elementary School in 1984. 

Two years later she moved to Doherty, 
and has presided over the clinic ever 
since.

to be fed through a tube. 

The number of students making regular clinic vis- 
its for asthma and psychotropic medications such as 
Ritalin has also risen sharply in recent years, she 
Says. 

HMO practices have led to many parents seeking 
a second opinion about a student’s condition. 

In addition to the medical demands, Taylor says 
the emotional demands on students in middle school 
can also send them to the nurses’ office sometimes. 

Running a middle school takes sensitivity, disci- 
pline and a love of children, Taylor says, in addition 
to medical expertise. 

“They're really not like little adults. It’s a really 
tough age. One day they’re all grown up and another 
day they’re curled up in a fetal position.” 

Students who show up, often in need of TLC, or 
“frequent fliers,” aren’t turned away, she says. 

“Some kids use the clinic more as a time out, 
when it’s not OK to say ‘I’m coming unglued,” Tay- 
lor says. 

This time of year, the most common ailment is a 
broken heart, she says. 

“Valentines Day is a big deal around here. Some 
of these kids have been dating for two hours,” Taylor 
Says with a laugh. 

But broken hearts are treated with as much care 
as other ailments, she says. 

“Mostly, you just have to listen and remind them 
that it’s OK to cry,” she Says. 

Taylor says she wishes she had more time to fol- 
low up with students who came in one day with a 
broken finger, or sought some consolation when 
their dog died. 

“There have been those days, and it’s just awful, 
when you feel you should have given this kid more 


As wildlife rehabilitators, Taylor and 
her husband keep several animals at 
their Byfield home until they can be 
released. 

While some may consider life in a mid- 
dle-school clinic rather zoo-like, at her 
home Taylor has raised monkeys, birds (20 at once, 
needing to be fed every 20 minutes), white tree frogs 
that sing to running water, dogs, cats, hawks, owls, 
turtles and ferrets. Among her favorites was a river 
otter. 


“They play 23 of 24 hours a day,” she says.

time. You just never know what’s coming,” she says. 


But that doesn’t necessarily mean life seems tran- 
quil in the nurse’s office, she says. 

From Band-Aids to broken bones or stitches to Sta- 
tic Guard, Taylor says she has enjoyed her career as a 
school nurse, and would have chosen it again, despite 
changes in the profession since she first arrived more 
than 15 years ago. 

While the required paperwork has increased over 
the years, and takes up large portion of her time. 
more students need more attention. 

Now that detailed immunization records are 
required by law, Taylor will be trying to find time to 
enter years of collected information into a newly 
acquired computer. She also has to try to make doc- 
tors aware of new information required by schools. 

“It’s like trying to keep track of 760 anniversaries 
and birthdays,” Taylor says. 

Inclusion practices have brought students with 
serious medical conditions to school. requiring much 
time and attention from school nurses. 

“It's great for kids, but it changes the whole tone of 
what I do,” she says. 

The clinic often serves more than 60 students a day 
(at a school of 754 students), several of whom could 
have serious medical complications such as needing

School buildings on the warrant 


Voters asked to approve 
funding for two new schools 
will see two related warrant 
articles at Annual Town Meet- 
ing this year. 

Mark Johnson of the School 
Building Committee says the 
cost of construction, site work, 
design, furnishings and techno- 
logical equipment would total 
$31,938,000. 

That price includes bringing 
a sewer line from near the Mer- 
rimack River (near Agilent 
Technologies) to the proposed 
school site at Cross Street and 
High Plain Road. 

The sewer would be connect- 
ed to some residences on a por- 
tion of River Road, Launching 
Road, Forest Hill Drive and 
Cross Street. 

A separate warrant article, a 
request of about $600,000 for 
sidewalks, will also be on the 
warrant this year, Johnson 
says. 

Johnson says $18.6 million of 
the $31 million requested of vot- 


ers to pay for the new schools 
is reimbursible by the state. 

“The net cost to the town is 
$12,413,828.40,” Johnson says. 

While he’s balancing con- 
struction estimates to the 
penny, School Building Com- 
mittee members are also having 
the schematic plans produced 
by architects Symmes, Maini & 
McKee of Cambridge reviewed 
by another firm to check for 
design efficiency, he says. 

“We’re happy with the plans, 
but we felt it was important to 
have another set of eyes,” John- 
son says. 

The schematic designs have 
been submitted, to and 
approved, by the state, Johnson 
says. 

A completed application is 
due by June 2000 if voters 
approve the project, he says. 

Some of the design costs have 
been reduced by _ funds 
approved for project design last 
year, Johnson says.

The state Board of Education has voted to set the standards for 
passing the MCAS tests at 220, one point above failing, or the mini- 
mum score in the “needs improvement” category. 

Education officials also announced this week that they plan to 
hire a new company to score the tests in order to get results earlier. 

State officials are in negotiations with Harcourt Educational 
Measurement, and plan to terminate a more expensive contract 
with Advanced Systems in Measurement and Evaluation Inc. of 
New Hampshire, who helped develop the MCAS tests, reports say.

Marathon man runs for cancer cure [Moving fo the police

When Roy Dennehy ran 
the Boston Marathon for his 
first and only time in 1980, he 
did it for one person — him- 
self. 

When he runs it again this 
year, he hopes to be doing it 
for hundreds of people. 

Dennehy, of Wild Rose 
Drive, is running the 
marathon to raise money for 
cancer, and as a tribute to his 
friend Nancy Rudomen, who 
is battling the disease. 

He’s training with a hat 
that says, “Do it for Nancy,” 
and plans to carry Nancy’s 
name with him when he 
runs. But he’s also offering to 
carry other names. 

Asking people at meetings 
and even taking out ads in 
newspapers, Dennehy has been invit- 
ing people who pledge money to the 
Dana-Farber Marathon Challenge 
2000 for his run to give him the name 
of a cancer fighter they know. Den- 
nehy says he'll put all the names he 
gets into a baton and literally carry 
them with him when he runs the 
race. 

Recently, when Dennehy was giv- 
ing a presentation to a group of about 
2,000 independent business owners, 
he says he asked them how many 
knew someone with cancer. 

“One hundred percent of the hands 
went up. That’s the scope of what 
we're dealing with,” he says. “It was 
unbelievable. That night I raised

As he has in previous years, Dennis Teves, of 
Mohawk Road, is taking this complaint to the State- 
house. Teves argues there’s no reason the town should 
close its warrant in January, three months before an 
April Town Meeting that last year ran into May. 

This year, Teves has tried to enlist the help of state 
Sen. Susan Tucker, by sending her letter, a copy of 
which he provided to the Townsman.

about them, flipped it over and wrote 
on the back,” says Dennehy.

From ’cause to cause 

But when Dennehy first decided to 
run the Boston Marathon again after 
20 years, it wasn’t for any cause other 
than to prove he could do it.

Shaw says forgetting to turn off an out- 
door faucet will also cause pipes to freeze. 

Experts also recommend keeping a 
small bit of water running, to avoid shut- 
ting off rooms from heat where a pipe in 
the wall could freeze, and to make sure 
pipes close to the outer walls of the house 
are insulated. 

Davolio says the time it takes to thaw a 
frozen pipe depends on the severity of the 
“freeze up.” 

Shaw agrees. While small jobs can take 
a little as an hour, most plumbers, includ- 
ing himself, have “emergency” rates, he 
says. 

Others opt for free public assistance 
from the Fire Department. 

“Tt’s been heavy this year, since the cold 
snap,” says Andover Fire Lt. Jim Dolan. 

He warns that the Fire Department can 
help stop the flow, but fancy plumbing is 
not their business, since they spend time 
fixing frozen sprinkler systems in nursing 
homes, schools and occupied commercial 
buildings. 

When people are in a building and the 
sprinkler system freezes, a firefighter 
must stand by, Dolan says. 

Most of their house calls for frozen 
pipes involve stopping the flow from a pipe 
that froze, burst and then thawed, causing 
a flood. 

Particularly tricky, he says, are base- 
board hot-water heaters that freeze and 
have no way to reheat themselves. 

“That compounds the problem,” Dolan 
says.

The hot item: heat 


While the price of heating oil has stabilized in the 
last few days, it more than doubled in the last 10 days, 
making it harder for some to pay for their heat. 

Brian O’Connor, of Citizens Energy in Boston, 
says a high demand and low supply has raised prices 
on oil this year more than in years past. 

“So much of this growing economy depends on oil 
and oil byproducts, that there is a worldwide rise in 
demand,” O’Connor says. 

Citizens Energy is one of many organizations 
devoted to helping people pay for heating bills. 

Citizens Energy is a Boston-based private, non- 
profit company. Federal fuel assistance is also avail- 
able through the Low Income Heating Energy Assis- 
tance Program (LIHEAP) through the Greater 
Lawrence Community Action Agency. 

President Clinton recently announced additional 
money for the LIHEAP program this year, but how 
much more Massachusetts is expected to get is 
unclear. 

O’Connor says Massachusetts receives about $44 
million in federal heating assistance each year. 

Under the Citizens Energy oil heating program, 
eligible residents can buy oil at 40 cents a gallon, and 
the agency pays the difference, O’Connor says. 

Call 1-877-JOE-4-OIL (1-877-563-4645) for more infor- 
mation. 

A caller may be referred to other fuel assistance 
programs as well, O’Connor says, but Citizens Energy 
works on the honor system. 

“There’s no income-verification process. We’ve 
helped people in upscale communities trying to make 
ends meet in a health care crisis. People call us if 
they’re having a problem. If they’re trying to scam us, 
well, they’ll have to answer to a higher power,” he 
says. 

Commonwealth of Massachusetts’ weatherization 
and heating system program provides emergency 
funding for heating system repairs. Those eligible are 
a single person making less than $14,420; a household 
of two making $19,355 or less; families living in a 
household of three people earning less than a total of 
$24,290, or a family of four with an income of $29,225 
or less. Residents should call 1-800-632-8175 and leave a 
detailed message.

Brick house movie star 


Most, if not all, Andover workers will 
never become movie stars. But someday soon 
the buildings they work in might. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski has 
received a letter from the Massachusetts 
Film Office asking him if the town has any 
properties that television or movie directors 
could use for movies or TV spots. 

The film office wants to attract more direc- 
tors to Massachusetts because of the econom- 
ic benefits that flow from the film industry. 

According to the film office, dozens of 
state towns have offered specific buildings. 

“Some cities and towns may look at it as a 
way of having a building improved,” says 
Stapcezynski. “(But considering) the chances 
of that happening, you can’t rely on it.” 

In most cases, the studios will pay only 
basic expenses, he says. 

“They're looking for El Cheapo. The only 
thing they would pay for is utilities and 
police,” says Stapczynski. 

But Stapczynski may still send photos of 
certain town buildings to the film office. That 
could add Andover to a growing list of state 
towns star-struck by Tinseltown. 

Warner Bros.’ anticipated The Perfect 
Storm filmed in Gloucester last year. 

Other high-profile features filmed in 
Massachusetts during the past three years 
include academy-award-winning Good Will 
Hunting, Amistad, The Cider House Rules 
and The Love Letter.

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What's new for 1999 taxes? 


There are a number of tax law 
changes that may apply to you when 
you file your tax return this year. 
These changes may mean _ the 
difference between getting a tax refund 
and paying more taxes. See the 
instructions in your tax package for 
more information on these 1999 
modifications. 

If you have a child who was under 
age 17 at the end of 1999, you may be 
able to claim either or both the Child 
Tax Credit and the Additional Child 
Tax Credit. The total of these credits 
can be as much as $500 for each 
qualifying child. If you have three or 
more qualifying children and you are 
not able to claim the full $500 Child Tax 
Credit for each child, you may be able 
to claim the Additional Child Tax 
Credit. The Additional Child Tax 
Credit is refundable - it may give you a 
refund even if you do not owe any tax. 

The earned income tax credit (EITC) 
could be as much as $3,816 if you have 
more than one qualifying child; up to 
$2,312 if you have one qualifying child; 
and as much as $347 even if you don't 
have children. The amount you can 
earn and still be eligible for the credit 
in 1999 is $30,580 if you have more than 
one child; $26,928 if you have one 
qualifying child; and $10,200 even if you 
don't have children. If you aren't 
eligible for the EITC, but claim it 


anyway, you could be prohibited from 
claiming the credit for up to 10 years 
once discovered. 

If you claimed an education credit 
on your 1998 tax return and, in 1999, 
you, your spouse if filing jointly, or 
your dependent received a refund of 
qualified tuition and related expenses, 
or tax-free education assistance, you 
may have to repay part of the credit on 
your return this year. For more details 
on the recapture of education credits, 
order a free copy of Form 8863, 
Education Credits, by calling the IRS at 
1-800-829-3676. 

If you paid interest on a qualified 
student loan this year, you may be able 
to deduct up to $1,500 of the interest on 
your return, even if you don't itemize 
deductions on Schedule A. And in the 
year 2000, you may be able to deduct up 
to $2,000 of the interest you pay on a 
qualified student loan. 

If you converted part or all of an 
IRA to a Roth IRA in 1998, and you 
chose to report the taxable amount 
over four years, you must report the 
amount that is taxable in 1999 on your 
return. You may be able to take an IRA 
deduction if you were covered by a 
retirement plan and your 1999 modified 
adjusted gross income was less than 
$41,000 and you filed as single, head of 
household, or married (filing 
separately) and you lived apart from 


your spouse for all of . 
1999; or if your 1999 
modified adjusted gross 
income was less than 
$61,000 and you filed as 
married (filing jointly) 
or qualifying 
widow(er). 

Note: In the tax year 
2000, these dollar 
amounts will increase 
by $1,000. 

This year, if your 
only capital gains are 
capital gain 
distributions from 
mutual funds, you will 
not have to file 
Schedule D. Check the 
box on line 13 of Form 
1040 and use the 
worksheet in the 
instructions to figure 
your tax. 

If you are self- — 
employed, you may be able 
to deduct up to 60 percent of 
your health insurance. Review the 
instructions in the tax package on self- 
employed health insurance deduction. 

The standard mileage rate for 
business use of a vehicle prior to April 
1, 1999 was 32 cents a mile. The rate for 
business use of a vehicle from April 1,

f you were to ask most golfers what 

their handicap is, they would 

know. Any baseball player can 

quote his batting average to the 
third decimal point. So why do most 
investors not know the accurate 
returns on their investment portfolios?

ver read financial advice 

and think it doesn’t 

apply to you? We asked 
local financial experts what 
advice they would give to people 
at different stages in lives. Just 
starting out, staying single, 
retiring and caring for Mom 
and Dad are concerns everyone 
faces at different points in their 
life. Our advisors offered 
specific tips for different stages 
and some general rules we all 
seem to forget. The biggest? 
Save, save, save. 


What the younger 
generation needs to know 

Couples just starting out should 
establish a team, according to Bill 
Ryan of Ryan Financial. Just as people 
have their own medical professionals, 
including a doctor, dentist, eye doctor 
and the like, young people should have 
their own financial care. This includes 
an attorney to help prepare a will, a 
certified public accountant to assist in 
tax matters and a financial planner to 
help establish goals. 

While it sounds daunting, Mr. Ryan 
said one of the biggest mistakes young 
couples make is believing they are too 
young to worry about estate planning 
or retirement planning. He stressed 
that as an adult, no one can make 
medical decisions for you if you are ill. 
“Once you are 21, your parents can no 
longer act on your behalf. Your spouse 
can, only with the legal documents,” he 
said. 

This is especially important for 
those hoping to start a family. “(Life) 
doesn’t change when the child is born,” 
said Mr. Ryan. “Once you are 
pregnant, your whole world has 
changed forever.” 

As for investments, Mr. Ryan said 
making a list of goals for three to five 
years will help determine what to do 
financially. If home ownership is one of 
the goals, he advises people to save for 
a down payment, while making some 
investments. 

Young people today save to spend, 
said Mr. Ryan. “They save to buy 
something,” he said, “with no real 
commitment to save.” 


y 


Make your own pension 

As the first generation with little or 
no pension, younger people need to 
begin saving for retirement as soon as 
they start working. Typical offerings 
include 401K plans, mutual funds and 
other stock purchases. Mr. Ryan said 
the 401K plan, where money is taken 
from your pre-taxable income and 
invested, is a must. “Usually your 
employer will match at a rate of 33 to 50 
percent, so right there you have a rate 
of return of a half or a third of your 
money,” he said. 

Also, he cautions young couples 
against using their investments to 
purchase a home. Instead, he said, that 
money should be reserved for 
retirement. If an investment earns a 
rate of return of 15 percent or more and 
you use that money instead to help pay 
down a mortgage at a rate of eight 
percent, you are actually losing a seven 
percent investment. Mr. Ryan said 
young people should start small, but 
invest in all areas. Save in their work- 
sponsored 401K plan, save for a home 
and invest for their future retirement. 

Despite a well-performing economy, 
people are saving at the lowest rate in 
40 years, according to Mr. Ryan. “The 
younger generation is 
procrastinating,” he said. “Despite 
their education level, they are not 
putting two and two together. You 
need to save in. small 
components everywhere.” 

Charlie Erban of 
Andover Financial Advisors 
urges people just starting out in 
the working world to 
invest/save aS soon. as 
possible. He presents this 
example: a 25 year-old who 
puts away $2000 a year 
until age 31, then 
stops saving, will 
have substantially 
more money in 
his or her 
account when 
he or she 
turns 65 years 
old than a 
person who 
starts saving 
$2000 a year 

at age 32 and 
saves _ until 
retirement. 
The second 
person will 
end up

money even though they have much 
longer to save. 

Why? It all has to do with 
compounding. Compound interest is 
basically interest earned on your 
original investment amount 
(principal), as well as accumulated 
interest. Every time the amount is 
compounded, the previous interest 
earned is added to the principal, 
effectively increasing your principal 
without investing more money. The 
bottom line is: more time equals more 
money. 

“Our greatest ally in saving for 
retirement is time,” said Mr. Erban. 

The 401K plan is a “gift,” according 
to William Cox of Cox Capital 
Management. As the younger 
generation ages, pensions are 
becoming a thing of the past and Social 
Security is a political hotbed. Young 
people need to ensure they will have 
something invested for their own 
future. All of the financial 
professionals we spoke to stressed the 
benefits of 401K investments. “You are 
saving and you are saving in taxes,” 
said Mr. Cox. “The more money you 
save, the more money you save in 
taxes. You should save there before you 
save anywhere else.” 

Mr. Cox said he also tells everyone, 
young or old, to pay off high-interest 
debt, such as credit cards. 

“This is a_. risk-free 
transaction,” he said. “It’s 
a no-brainer.” 


He also _ suggests 
couple look towards 
home ownership before 


investing. He believes if you 
own a home you will be 
emotionless in your 
decisions and less 
likely to seek big 
risks when it 


comes to 
investing. 
And when 
ready to 
invest, 
mutual 
funds 
offer a 
little 
more 
security 
early on 
and young 
people can 
invest as little as 
$50 or $100 a 


month. This is 


where most young people should start 
with their investment portfolios. 


Homes and insurance 

Let’s say you’re 25, 30 years old and 
have just gotten married. In the future, 
you plan on having a family but that’s 
still a little ways off. First and 
foremost, Mr. Erban suggests buying a 
piece of real estate. Whether it’s a one- 
family, two-family or more, this should 
be one of your first moves, he said. 

Instead of paying rent and losing 
$800 or $900 a month, you'll own 
property which will grow over time, as 
well as give you income tax deductions, 
according to Mr. Erban. 

If you’re a single person at this age, 
keep in mind all this applies to you, 
too. 

Fast forward a few years. You're still 
a young couple but now you're ready to 
start building a family. Now, the next 
wise step is to invest in life insurance, 
according to Mr. Erban. This would 
insure your surviving spouse could 
maintain a decent life should anything 
ever happen to you. And having life 
insurance is even more imperative 
when children are involved, said Mr. 
Erban. 

There are various types of life 
insurance, including term, whole-life, 
universal and variable. 

Mr. Erban suggests going with 
variable life insurance. Since 
insurance companies are betting we 
aren't going to die at a young age, 
variable life insurance becomes an 
investing vehicle, he said. He likens it 
to having a mutual fund without 
having to pay taxes every year because 
you receive a 1099 from the investment 
company. A person is able to move 
their money around from fund to fund 
and have no taxable consequences. 

This is significant, he said, when 
you consider the average life 
expectancy is about 75 years old. 

It’s important to get life insurance 
when you’re young; people who are in 
their 50s and 60s and are just now 
looking to get life insurance realize 
they can’t get it. 

This is also a time to be looking 
toward your child’s college education, 
so saving for your own retirement can 
very well get put on the back burner, 
according to Mr. Erban. 

Another reason it’s a good idea to 
invest in life insurance is it guarantees 
that if you, as a parent, die, your child’s 
college education will be paid off, 
according to Mr. Erban. 


A mistake Mr. Erban sees many young people 
doing today is signing on to 15-year mortgages 
instead of 30-year ones. “College education is one 
reason I believe people shouldn’t get 15-year 
mortgages,” he said. 

Those people are looking at how much 
interest they'll be paying with a 15 versus 
a 30-year mortgage and think they’re 
saving money, said Mr. Erban. Not 
necessarily so. Why? 

First of all, most people don’t live in 
their first home for 30 years, he said. 
Second, people with a 15-year mortgage 
oftentimes end up borrowing against it 
later. When their children go to school, 
they realize the only asset they can borrow 
against is their home, so they end up getting 
another mortgage, according to Mr. Erban. 

But life changes, so how do you know where you'll 
be years down the road? Maybe you or your spouse 
isn’t working and you can’t afford another mortgage 
at that time. Instead, take advantage of opportunities 
when they present themselves, advises Mr. Erban. 


Middle age 

While much advertising is targeted to women and 
how they should invest, Mr. Ryan said the rules are 
the same for single men and single women. “That 
only means you are really on your own and you have 
to be all the more diligent. Anyone who is ignorant of 
investing needs to get educated, regardless of gender. 


Again, the answer is to look for help, and not just 
in a magazine. “You have to be twice as good and 
twice as successful as the person who started 
earlier,” he said. 

This is a prime example of a person who needs 
professional assistance. Both Mr. Ryan and Mr. Cox 
said today’s customer is much more empowered and 
knowledgeable than ever before. Through 
technology and other informative resources, people 
feel more comfortable discussing finances and are 
more willing to invest. 

However, both men caution it is unwise to act 
alone. Mr. Ryan likens the move to replacing your 
dentist with a newsletter. “I can read all about it,” he 

said, “but I am not going to drill my 
own teeth. There is no 
replacement for experience. 


You can’t make good 
judgments without 
experience. Access to 


information does nothing 
to enhance a_ person’s 
ability to interpret that 
information.” 

Mr. Cox said the key to wise 
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investments for anyone is mistake avoidance. He said 
“investment math” is not always understood and 
mistakes cost more than people realize. If you invest 
$100 and it falls by 50 percent to $50, you now need to 
bring that up 100 percent to regain your 
position. 
Mr. Cox advises people to decide what 
kind of investor they are before making 
any choices. Some _ people can 
“stomach” larger risks than other 
people and they should make that 
known to their advisor. 

If you are investing in one company, 
he suggests you contact the company 
and ask questions. “Any worthwhile 
company will be willing to talk to you,” he 
said. “You need to be careful to avoid 
mistakes.” 

He also cautions against jumping on every latest 
tip or well-performing company. Think long-term. 
“Don’t let the noise of the day get to you,” he said. 

He likens Internet companies of the late 90s and 
this year to the car companies of the early 1900s. “In 
1900, there were 4000 car companies,” said Mr. Cox. 
“And they all consolidated. Internet companies are 
the same. The odds are against you because there is 
so many of them.” 

Facing retirement 

People who have the biggest concern for 
retirement are those in the 50 to 60 year-old range, 
according to Mr. Erban. While most people at this age 
no longer worry about paying tuition bills, they now 
have to resume concentrating on saving for their own 
retirement. 

But this is the year 2000 and things are a lot 
different now. In the 1960s, said Mr. Erban, people 

generally didn’t live past the age of 
65, so planning for retirement was 

a short plan. Today, people are 
living well into their 70s, 80s, 


and beyond. 
“With costs going up year 
after year, planning for 


retirement has become a major 
concern,” said Mr. Erban. In 
addition to worrying about having 
enough annual income to live on, people 
at this age have long-term care insurance 
concerns and estate tax concerns, according 
to Mr. Erban. 
People have to think about estate 
planning now to protect their family, said 
Mr. Erban. 
This is also the time to prepare for when 
you need more care than your spouse or 
children can give you. “With the cost of 
nursing homes in our area being $5000 to $6000 a 
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month, you can see how whatever assets a family has 
saved can be wiped out quickly,” said Mr. Erban. 

Again, long-term care insurance wasn’t an issue a 
few decades ago because people weren’t living long 
enough to require it. 

Mr. Erban advises seeking out a financial advisor 
and get the facts. “It would be a shame to see a person 
or couple lose one’s life savings because they didn’t 
plan,” he said. 

This is also a time when people are caring for aged 
parents. Mr. Cox said there is minimal financial 
planning to be done at this stage; rather, an estate 
attorney should be consulted. 

Mr. Ryan has experienced this himself, recently 
caring for his ailing mother. He said the first hurdle 
to confront is discussing the situation with a parent. 
As difficult as it is for you to believe your parent is 
failing, it is even harder for a parent to face. “They 
will forever see you as their kid in 
diapers,” he said. “But these are 
decisions that should be made.” 

Much of the work can be 
handled by an estate lawyer, 
but as with anything, the 
earlier the better. Medicaid 
funding and other assistance 
requires records of transactions 
dating back 36 months, according to 
Mr. Ryan, and any will or estate planning must be 
completed while the parent is in good mental health.’ 
Siblings should meet and come to some agreement, 
but the hardest part is facing Mom and/or Dad. “It is 
very difficult,” said Mr. Ryan. “You must convince 
them they need help, when they don’t notice they 
need help. It is very difficult to take responsibility 
away from them, but the quicker you are honest, the 
better it will be.” 


65 and older 

Well, you’ve done it. You’ve finally hit retirement 
age. For this age group, Mr. Erban suggests not 
getting too conservative, in terms of investment 
goals. People in this age group should still be in 
quality growth stocks, he said. 

“For people who know their savings or 
investments aren’t going to be used except in a dire 
emergency for themselves, should invest these 

savings based on the age of the person who is 

going to receive them as beneficiary,” said 

Mr. Erban. For instance, if you had a 15 

year-old grandchild you were putting 

money away for, it would be wiser to be in 

growth stocks, rather than income stocks, 
according to Mr. Erban. 

There’s no reason that money should sit 

idle for 20, 30 years based on your needs when 

you know you're never going to use it, he said.

Once the installment agreement is 
Set, taxpayers must meet two 
requirements: they must make their 
installment payments on time, and they 
must stay current with their federal 
taxes during the agreement period. If 
they fail to meet either of these 
conditions, they will default on the 
installment agreement and be required 
to pay their tax bill in full. 

Before entering into an installment 
agreement, people should explore all 
financial sources available that would 
enable them to pay the full amount of 
taxes owed. This is important because 
they will face additional costs when they 
enter into a_ longer-term payment 
arrangement. There is a fee for an 
approved installment agreement. In 
addition, interest and late-payment 
penalties are added to any unpaid tax. 
But the late-payment penalty rate is cut 
in half for those using installment 
agreements. People may be able to 
obtain loans at banks or other lenders at

charge a convenience fee based on the 
amount you are paying. You will be 
told what the fee is when you call and 
you will have the option to continue or 
cancel the call.

Some taxpayers facing very severe or 
unusual economic hardships may be 
able to settle their tax debts under an 
expanded “offer in compromise” 
program. Previously, the IRS could 
accept the taxpayer’s offer in 
compromise only when there was doubt 
about whether the tax debt could ever be 
collected or whether it was owed. Now, 
the IRS may negotiate a settlement if full 
payment would create economic 
hardship, or exceptional circumstances 
exist where collection of the entire tax 
liability would be detrimental to 
voluntary compliance. 

Taxpayers make an_ offer by 
completing Form 656, Offer in 
Compromise, and a comprehensive 
financial statement showing assets, 
liabilities, and income. The offer must 
reflect the maximum they can pay. Also, 
they must agree to meet all their federal 
tax obligations for five years or until the 
amount offered is paid in full, whichever 
is longer. Those who fail to meet the 
terms of the offer will once again owe all 
their back taxes in full. The offer in 
compromise program strikes a balance 
between helping individual taxpayers in 
severe circumstances and protecting all 
taxpayers by collecting as much of the 
tax bill as possible. (ARA)

From the outside, the deal 
announced last week among several 
companies controlled by the Andover 
Internet investment company CMGI 
Inc. may have had the look of simply 
rearranging the furniture in the 
same house.

$1.4 billion just a year ago. 

CMGI owns 80 percent of Engage, 
and would own 87 percent after the 
purchase. Engage will issue 32 mil- 
lion new shares to CMGI to purchase 
the two companies. 

Engage tracks the “surfing” habits 
of Web users, and then uses that 
information to sell advertising tar- 
geted at what would presumably 
interest those people. Adsmart and 
Flycast are in the business of selling 
ad space on Web sites. Reportedly,

“Most Internet advertising is still 
based on the old TV and print mod- 
els,” he says. “The Web is too power- 
ful a marketing tool for this to con- 
tinue. By bringing these companies 
together, Engage will leverage the 
inherent, dynamic, interactive power 
of the Web and focus on the needs of 
the most demanding online mar- 
keters, advertisers and agencies. 

Tom Barth, director of investor 
relations for Engage, says that if the 
three companies remained “separate 
entities, then we wouldn’t have been 
able to exert any control on the speed
